Only Specimen Known to Exist with Ring-
ling Bros.' Great Monagerie.

Commercially, the value of this animal
eannot be estimated in figures. It is
doubtful whether any sum of money
could be named that would induce
Ringling Brothers to part with it. Its
grent value and interest, however, is
not solely the result of its rarity. It
is in itself the most interesting and re-
markable of wild beasta. Itsa great
neck and lofty reach give it a distinet
individuality. It is the most timid and
delicate of animals, and requires the
constant care and companiooship of
its keeper.

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Peouliar Accldent to Mail Pouch,

Albert O. Swift, a postoffice inspector,
recently returned to Omaha from Dun-
ning, Neb,, where he went to investigate
the loss of a mail ponch. He tells the fol-
lowing story:

One morning when the train pulled into
Alliance the man who was inspecting the
cars found part of a leather mail pouch
entangled with the trucks, He took the
remnant to the mail clerk and that official
decided that it was one which had been
thrown from the train at Dunning, Twen-
ty-four hours after the ruined mail pouch
was found a gang of section men started
from Dunning to work. A few miles from

the station one of them saw something
hanging on a weed. He went over to
where it was and picked up a $20 bLill,
Upon another weed a8 $r0 bill was found
and then another $20 bill. The crew re-
moved the handecar from the track and be-
gan to harvest the greenbacks, For a
space of half mile the weeds bore money
and when all had been collected $315 in
unmultilated enrrency and $80 in torn bills
had been harvested. The crew reported
the find. That day & report was received
by the postoffice destined for Dunning.
Mr. Swift found that the lost pouch was
sent on train No. 41 of the Burlington,
which does not stop at Dunning, but which
throws a pouch off at that place. The
wrecked pouch found at Alliance was
identified by the clerk. The clork said
that it contained two registered letters,
one containing $500, which was being re-
mitted by the Omaha National bank to the
bank at Brewster, Neb., and about jo0
ordinary letters addressed to Dunning and
to points served from that office by star
rotutes, The inspector heard of the money
found by the section men and called wpon
them. He found that the money had been
turned over intact to the postmaster and
that it corresponded in every particular
with the 'noney sent out by the Omaha
bank. He took charge of it and turned it
over to the sender, $105 short of the origi-
nal amount. Of 300 letters twelve were
found and it supposed that the others were
mutilated by the wheels or blown to the
winds. No trace of the second registerad
letter was found,
